Veteran Apple watcher Jeffrey Young says he doesn't think Steve's coming back 
in June. Here, Young lays out a plan for Apple's survival and offers a few ideas for 


who could fill Steve's New Balances. 


AA Jj t's Steve's time. It has come. | don't see a challenge to excite 

or thrill him.” So says Jeffrey S. Young. It's a scary thought, 
but Young, author of iCon Steve Jobs: The Greatest Second Act in 
the History of Business, doesn't think Steve will return to Apple 
following his six-month medical leave. 

It's not necessarily Young's words that startle us—it's his candor. 
Young surprised us by being the first Apple expert we've interviewed 
to posit unequivocally what others are thinking but not saying on 
the record: Steve is not coming back. 

Nor does Young think COO Tim Cook will take over as the next 
CEO. And he certainly isn’t betting on marketing VP Phil Schiller 
drawing any standing ovations at this June's Worldwide Developers 
Conference keynote. 

Of all people, Young would know. His unauthorized biography of 
Steve was so revealing that Apple punished its publisher, Wiley, by 
removing its entire catalog from Apple Store shelves. Young also 
helped found Macworld magazine and Forbes.com. As an Apple 
watcher since the company began, and a Silicon Valley reporter 
and editor through Steve's departure and triumphant return, Young 


Apple's CEO Line 
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knows a thing or two about the finer 
points of Steve Jobs. 

Young says he thinks Apple has 
already begun its gradual decline, a slow 
descent that started back in January 
shortly after Steve issued the Memo 
Heard Round the Web announcing his 
medical leave of absence through June. 
And if Apple's board isn't looking for 
a replacement, Young says, they had 
better start. Like, yesterday. 

“It's not about functionality,” Young says. “It's not about Apple 
having penicillin when the rest of us are using aspirin. It's about a 
personality. It's about an edge. Who could be the right CEO of Apple? 
Bono? That's the kind of person that you'd be talking about. There's 
really nobody else out there. Who has a personality that could 
be that big and that compelling and add that personal element? 
Richard Branson? There just aren't that many choices.

came and went without so much as a Snow Leopard preview, it 
became clear that revolutions would be few and far between without 
Steve's steady guidance, a reality we're going to have to get used to, 
Young says. 

“Steve has been able to bring [Apple] back from the junkyard of 
history to a real player, and he’s done it on a number of fronts. Going 


to move it from being a hardware-centric, box-oriented company 
to a services- and system-oriented company that supplies services 
across the Web. 

“Whether that’s Eric Schmidt, Sergey Brin, or the kid who runs 
Facebook, Apple's going to need someone with that kind of vision, 
who can help the company navigate this chasm that it has between 


forward, it's going to take some extraordinary person to provide 
that leadership. Apple's filled with a lot of smart, arrogant people 
who don't like to work for anybody, but are willing to work for Steve 
because he’s unique and extraordinary. | think it’s going to be a 
problem for anybody to keep the high-quality troops in line—and 
excited and focused.” 

All that said, without high-priced wares to peddle, that kind of 
larger-than-life presence might not be as important—at least not 
publicly. In the post-Steve era, Young says he sees Apple turning 
the entire Mac experience over to the Cloud, with low-priced, 
underpowered subnotebooks replacing today’s sleek iMacs and 
MacBooks, and a “virtual environment” phasing out the OS X 
Desktop. 

“You start to look at Apple and ask, ‘Where are they going?’ The 
trend is toward netbooks, Internet access, and an Internet desktop 
that doesn’t care what your hardware is. Apple is stuck in the old 
thinking of selling you the whole thing, which | buy because it's 
cool and because | like their products...Going forward, | have to ask 
myself, ‘Why do | need the cool Apple thing? What is that adding, 
especially if Steve's gone?'” 

One thing Young is sure of, however, is where Apple should 
focus its CEO search efforts, assuming Steve really is gone for 
good: “I think Apple needs an Internet guru who truly knows how 








its roots in individual machines and Steve's love for gear, and the 
fact that the gear is not that important in the future.” 


Under Steve's leadership, Apple has used that gear to position 
itself at the very forefront of the digital revolution, cultivating the 
landscape with an array of remarkable products that transformed 
our desks, laps, and pockets. With a madness for detail and a 
disinclination to bend, yield, or conform, Steve took Apple in bold 
directions—leading Young to posit that Steve has done all he can. 

“Where do you go from here? He took on desktops. He took on 
movies. He took on music. He’s taken on cell phones. What else is in 
our modern life? What else lives in the entertainment universe that 
is a big part of our life? Next, you have to take on something really 
giant—it's got to be cars or buildings. What's the next challenge? 

“I'd argue that there isn’t one. So, to a certain extent, Steve has 
fulfilled the mission.” 

And what about Steve's legions of followers? 

“I can imagine a cult—he's already got a fanboy cult,” Young says. 
“I can imagine a religious cult being developed around Steve, and 
people like me telling the old stories, interpreting the tea leaves, and 
trying to explain to people, who see a religion in Steve, who he was. 
lt wouldn't surprise me if that’s the way the story ended up."

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FEEL THE BURN 


SOLAR'S DIRTY LITTLE SECRETS 


Can we get burned by solar panels and solar-powered gadgets and accessories? 


Not if we regulate and monitor the burgeoning industry. — 


Green gadgets make our collective heart go pitter-patter. We feel 
good when we can be part of the solution while still feeding our 
media addictions. Solar-powered gadgets have become de rigueur 
in our attempts at shrinking our carbon footprint. And utilizing 
the power of the sun is a bright shining beacon of the alt-energy 
movement. But there’s a dark side to solar energy. 

TOXIC SUNRISE. Because solar is the hip alt-energy trend 
du jour, especially in the green gadget arena, the number of 
photovoltaic cells produced globally has increased dramatically 
_ inthe past few years. But unfortunately, many of the solar panels 
manufactured today are made with cadmium, a highly toxic 
carcinogen that can build up in plant, animal, and human tissues. 
The Silicon Valley Toxics Coalition has published a 45-page report, 
Toward a Just and Sustainable Solar Energy Industry (tinyurl.com/ 
di5v8u), claiming that the industry is doing a poor job addressing 
many of the environmental risks associated with the production 
and disposal of solar panels. And because solar panels have a shelf 
life of 20 to 30 years, the coalition says that the panels have the 
potential to create the next wave of hazardous e-waste when they 
reach their end of life. What to do? Clearly, as the solar industry 
grows, environmentalists and consumers must demand that 
manufacturers develop systems to ensure that solar panels are 
recycled and their hazardous toxins kept out of our ecosystem. 

BIG TROUBLE IN RURAL CHINA. According to the 
Washington Post, in the race to cash in on the world’s demand 
for solar products, China been leading the charge in producing 
polysilicon, a key component in sunlight-capturing wafers. 
Unfortunately, China is not enforcing environmental regulations, 
and many of the new solar-panel factories are dumping silicon 
tetrachloride (a byproduct of polysilicon production) directly into 
surrounding farmlands. (Just for perspective, 4 tons of this toxic 
byproduct is produced for every ton of polysilicon.) Because it’s 
expensive and time-consuming to set up systems to recycle 
the hazardous materials, companies are instead dumping 


indiscriminately, and (nose who live nealby are complaining of - 


illness, crop failures, acrid air, and dead fields. It's clear that a 


energy companies around the globe must take measures to ensure _ 
that the factories from which they acquire their solar components 
are practicing environmentally responsible manufacturing. 

THE GOOD NEWS. Greensters can take heart. There's still 
a bright side to solar. According to recent studies cited in the 
Scientific American, for example, while it takes resources and 
energy to make solar panels, we could reduce our greenhouse 
gasses by 90 percent if photovoltaic power were to replace 
fossil-fuel-based power altogether. In the meantime, there are 
organizations popping up to prevent and monitor rampant e-waste 
in the solar industry. PV Cycle (www.pvcycle.org) is a European 
company dedicated to collecting and recycling end-of-life modules 
in solar panels. Smarty-pants tech institutes are exploring the use 
of carbon electrodes, as opposed to using the rapidly depleting 
indium tin oxide, to make LCDs and solar panels. And watchdog 
organizations such as the Silicon Valley Toxics Coalition, which is 
dedicated to “creating social, economic, and environmental justice 
and promoting sustainable technology,” are keeping a much- 
needed eye on the industry. 

GREENER APPLES? Industry watchdogs will probably 
be watching Apple as well. Apple recently filed a patent for 
transparent photovoltaic cells to be used on their portable devices. 
They are developing ways to cover your iPod, iPhone, or MacBook 
with a layer of energy-inducing solar cells. Interestingly, while solar 
panels usually need space to spread out in order to soak up rays, 
this patent's schematics indicate a plan to stack the cells beneath 
both the touch-sensitive screen and the LCD, essentially enabling 
your iPhone's face to act as a solar panel. This development would 
not only extend the battery life of all of our handhelds, but could 
keep them off the grid entirely, giving a whole new meaning to 
“portability.” (For more eco-friendly solutions for gadget lovers, 
see “How Green Are Your Gadgets?” p38.)—Jan Hughes

wanted to be the next Scorsese, Coppola, or Louis Malle? Same 
with professional photographers—Ansel Adams, Annie Leibovitz, 
and Alfred Stieglitz inspired them to shoot. And how many working 
rockers first got into the act to channel Mick Jagger, John Lennon, or 
Chrissie Hynde? For some, a healthy dose of hero worship is enough 
to inspire that leap into the creative arts, but others need a little bit 
more of a push. Enter iLife '09, which has an almost magical ability 
to simplify media creation and help beginners realize their visions. 


Indeed, Apple's suite of creative tools was developed specifically 

to aid even the most inexperienced Mac enthusiasts in creating 
pro-level film, photography, and music. The latest version, iLife ‘O9, 
focuses mainly on improving iPhoto, iMovie, and GarageBand, with 

a few notable additions to iWeb. In the March issue, we brought you 
an overview of what to expect—and now that we've had a chance to 
use the iLife '09 apps to make our own creative projects, we present 
thorough reviews of the suite’s four main components, along with 
time-saving tips for each one.

All of the app’s guitar technology is 
pretty pointless if you can't actually play the 
instrument. Apple recognizes that all over the 
world, guitars are sitting neglected in attics 
and closets because their owners never found 
time to take a lessons, or just found playing 
“Mary Had a Little Lamb” over and over from 
a lesson book too mind-numbing to keep at it. 
It's time to bust those dusty guitars out and 
buddy up to Tim, Apple's official instructor of 
all things musical.

For example, Tim 
reminded us that while learning the guitar, 
our fingers are going to hurt for the first few 
weeks and we shouldn't get discouraged. 
It's normal. It was nice to feel reassured 
that having fingers so sore we couldn't push 
elevator buttons with our left hand didn't 
mean there was something wrong with our 
technique. 

Apple bundles the first guitar and piano 
lessons with GarageBand. Additional lessons 
can be downloaded for free directly from 
within GarageBand. The progression from 
lesson to lesson seems natural, and giving 
beginners the chance to actually practice 
with a band at the end of each lesson 
is much nicer than playing “Stairway to 
Heaven” alone in your room. You can even 
adjust the mix of the band that accompanies 
you in the final practice number. This is 
especially helpful if you're not quite sure 
you're hitting the notes correctly, and you 
want to solo yourself or raise your audio 
level. On particularly difficult sections, in 
both lessons and while playing songs, you 
can slow down the video, and also select 
a lesson or song section or measure to 
loop over and over again, until you get 
comfortable. Our biggest complaint is that 
as you're playing a lesson or section, the 
notation jumps to the left as the play-along 
guide reaches the right of the screen. We 
wish we could adjust the notation to be

Sluggish on minimum-requirements _ ie 
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of these sorely missed features is Themes, 
which lets you incorporate snazzy, broadcast- 
quality motion graphics into your projects 
(there are six customizable themes to choose 
from—fewer than previous versions, but 
more polished). Video effects have returned 
as well, including effects like Aged Film, Film 
Grain, Glow, Dream, and Vignette. You can 
also now speed up, slow down, and freeze- 
frame your clips, as well as separate audio 
from video within 
a clip. More 
importantly, 
iMovie now 
acknowledges the 
existence of iDVD. 
iDVD is apparently 
the black sheep 
of Apple's iLife 
family (see “Is 
iDVD Headed 

the Way of the 
Dodo?" p32), 

but iMovie 
nonetheless is deigned to let you embed 
chapter markers into your projects and 
export projects directly to iDVD. 

But not only does iMovie ‘O09 finally catch 
up on features from older editions, it also 
breaks entirely new ground...lots of new 
ground, in fact. A prime example is the new 
image-stabilization feature, which helps take 
the jitter and bounce out of your handheld 
shots. Of course, many video cameras today 
already offer image stabilization, and some 
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Precision Editor 


models—those using 
optical stabilization—do 
a pretty impressive job. 
But iMovie can help even 
more. 

We tested the feature 
with a number of 
shots—for instance, 
in one test, we walked 
down a long path while 
keeping the camera 
focused straight ahead, 
and in another test, we 
stood still while zooming 
in all the way on a distant object (the zoom 
magnifies any movement in your hands and 
arms). For iMovie to work its stabilization 
magic, it has to analyze your clips first, which 
takes time—a 15 second clip took about 5 
minutes on a 2.8GHz iMac. 

Results weren't miraculous, but in most 
cases made an appreciable improvement 
to our original footage. One downside, 
however, is that stabilized footage 
significantly loses sharpness. However, 
iMovie lets you control the level of 
Stabilization (and by extension sharpness 
loss) with a slider, and fortunately, you can 
tweak that setting on the fly. But in general, 
keep in mind that what you gain in a steady 
picture, you lose in resolution. 

Another big addition to iMovie '09 is the 
Precision Editor, which lets you fine-tune the 
precise frame your edited clips begin and 
end on. 

Why the 
need for such 
precision? Say 
you want to cut 
from a close- 
up of a batter 
hitting a ball to 
a wide shot of 
the same action, 
but you need 
the two shots 
to end and then 
begin exactly 
when the bat 
makes contact 
with the ball. In 
iMovie '08, this 
kind of control 
was possible, but 
time-consuming.

Not every app got a major overhaul in 
iLife 'O9. Take iDVD, for example, which 
is exactly the same version that shipped 
a year and a half ago with iLife ‘08. 

Even more odd, the iLife '09 packaging | 
doesn’t even mention iDVD’s presence on 
the disc! 

. So why no love for iDVD? Apple isn't 
shy about broadcasting the message 
that iDVD’s heyday has come and gone. 
instead of burning a movie to a single, 
perishable disc, the reasoning goes, you 
can reach far more people by posting 
your movies on the Internet (which is 
why iMovie '09 makes it easy to export 
to YouTube and iWeb). And if you want to 
watch your movies on a TV screen, then 
you can always get an Apple TV, which 
can store ali your indiana Jones tributes 
in one convenient spot—in HD, no less. 

Of course, if you really insist on 
burning one of those soon-to-be-in- 
the-Smithsonian optical discs, last 
year’s version of iDVD is still pretty 
capable.

You can skip menus altogether 
and burn an auto-playing movie to disc.

HTML—Who Needs It? 





All that a seasoned HTML jockey really needs 
to build a website is a simple text editor. But 
for anyone new to website creation, iWeb '09 
represents a happy medium between power 
and ease of use. 

iWeb's paned interface lets you manage 
sites, created new pages, and add content 
to existing pages. And—finally!—iWeb '09 
has added a few key features that make 
managing multiple sites easier than before. 
While previous incarnations of iWeb have 
only allowed publishing directly to .Mac/ 
MobileMe accounts, iWeb '09 now sports 
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basic FTP functionality, allowing users 
to publish sites on their own servers, 
without the cumbersome export-then-FTP 
application-juggling forced on us in iWeb ‘08. 
The new FTP capabilities are managed on a 
per-site basis, so each site can have its own 
server settings. Apple slightly biffs the FTP 
publishing by creating your sites inside a 
second folder, so instead of “myradwebsite 
com,” your new site will be at “myradwebsite 
.com/radsite.” Kind of a bummer. MobileMe 
publishing remains baked in. 

As in previous versions of iWeb, '09 


Starts you off at the Theme chooser, where 
you can select the basic style of your 

new site. There are 28 options available. 
Unfortunately, there are only two new 
themes this time around, so here’s hoping 
Apple's designers come through with an 
update that adds more themes sometime 
soon. The themes are tasteful and well- 
designed, if a bit “canned.” Cutting-edge 
designs they are not, but all feature a 
cohesive style that carries through the eight 
distinct page layouts for each theme. Users 
who need to build pro-level websites might 
need to look elsewhere, but for personal 
sites, small businesses, or online photo 
albums, the designs work well. The Widgets 
pane offers several new options for adding 
content to your site, such as RSS feeds, 
Countdown, and YouTube widgets.

Made of rubber rescued 
from the tires of South 
American trucks, Tread cases

digital cargo. Also available from 
Tread are MacBook bags made out of the 
old tires, such as the Coco 15-inch Mac Bag 








($199.95). Freitag makes computer bags 
(among other things) out of the old tarps 
once used to cover trucks, coupled with used 
seat belts, air bags, and bicycle inner tubes. 
The bags, such as the Top Cat ($253.75, 
www.freitag.ch), were conceived 

by Swiss messengers, whose aim was to 
make durable, waterproof, sustainable 
products.

Aside from alternative power, reducing 
your use of energy and raw materials when

hen you're pumping up your 
Mac's storage capacity, consider 
using components with built- 
in power-saving and other eco-friendly 
features. Western Digital's Caviar Green 
internal SATA hard drives ($99.99/500 GB- 
$139.99/1TB, westerndigital.com) consume 
less power than other internal SATA drives, 
helping you save money and energy at the 
same time. 

For music freaks, the iPod and iTunes 
Store combo is an incredibly green way 
to pump up your music collection. Even 
without the cardboard “long boxes” common 
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in the early 1990s, physical CDs are still 
tremendously wasteful. By downloading 
your tracks instead of purchasing hunks of 
plastic and paper, you're saving a lot of raw 
materials, not to mention the fuel associated 
with moving discs around the planet.

ith the ubiquity of the iPhone, you'd 

think there would also be a spate 
of turnkey methods for transforming any 
website into an iPhone-friendly browsing 
experience. There aren't as many as you'd 
think, and those that do exist—Intersquash 
.com, for example—require your site to have 
a working RSS feed. While many developers 
may assume that browsing their site on 
Mobile Safari is sufficient, the iPhone's built- 
in Web browser has its limitations—most 
glaring of all is its lack of Flash support. 
We're sorry to report that there is no one- 
click method for iPhone-izing your website 
that will address all your potential goals 
(streamlining its look and feel, cutting down 
on loading time, and so on). But if you've got 
the Web programming chops yourself—or 
if you employ someone who does—you can 








turn your site into a haven for iPhone users 
with a few key code tweaks and some minor 
workflow adjustments. 

If you're looking at iPhone-izing a business 
site, the tips and tricks contained herein 
should be required reading for whoever's in 
charge of the company's Web efforts. If you 
are a Smallish outfit or even a one-person 
show, certain open-source site-development 
tools—namely WordPress (wordpress 
.org)—make it easy to build an iPhone- 
friendly site. 

You don't need to be a marketing genius 
to understand the value of reaching iPhone 
users. Mobile Safari is a portal of opportunity 
for anyone with an online presence. With a bit 
of work on your Web back-end, you can tap 
into this direct line. 
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|, HOW TO iPHONE-IZE YOUR WEBSITE 








The first step is to make sure your existing 
site is iPhone compatible. The last thing 
you want to do is alienate visitors. So, of 
course, you need to see what your website 
looks like on the iPhone. If you have an 
iPhone, the next step is obvious. If not, 
consider investing in an iPod touch ($229 
for 8GB or $299 for 16GB, www.apple 
.com). It has the same browsing 
experience over Wi-Fi as an iPhone 
without the hassle of a carrier contract. 

On the Mac, you can run the iPhone 
Simulator application included in Apple's 
free iPhone SDK. Combined with a local 
copy of your website and Mac OS X’s built- 
in Web server, you almost never need to 
leave your development environment. 

If you've been lucky in your choices of 
standards and technologies, you should 
see a miniaturized version of your site. If 
parts of your site fail to load or behave 
unexpectedly, you may have compatibility 
problems. If you've dropped some coin on 
a slick Flash site, we send our condolences.

just aren't available. Any feature that relies 
on plug-ins or file-system access is generally 
off-limits. This tosses out Java, Flash, and 


Silverlight. Nonnative, plug-in-dependent media 


types, like Windows Media and RealPlayer, are 
excluded as well. 

There are also interface differences, given 
the use of finger taps instead of mouse clicks. 


Controls must be large enough—and far enough 


apart—to be tapped by a finger. And because 
there's no cursor, hover styles and mouse-over 
events will happen in unexpected ways, if at all. 


The best course of action depends on the way 


your site uses unsupported technologies, the 
control you have over the site, and the amount 
of time budgeted for making changes. 

A site that uses Flash decoratively, for 
example, can detect when Flash is unavailable 
and substitute a static image. However, a 
site that uses Flash for its entire interface 
would need a major overhaul, which makes 
the otherwise extreme tactic of creating an 
alternate iPhone-specific site a worthwhile 
option. 

A site that uses Flash, Windows Media, 
or RealPlayer to embed songs or videos 





could switch to using a QuickTime-supported 
codec—3GPP, AIFF, AMR, MP3, MP4, Wave, 

or the myriad formats of AAC. Or the site 
might consider hosting its videos on YouTube, 
saving bandwidth and taking advantage of the 
iPhone's native YouTube player. 

Media is not the only plug-in-based 
content that can be replaced with supported 
document types. Mobile Safari can display 
PDF and text files. It also handles Microsoft 
Word and Excel files, the latter.presenting 
multiple pages with a brilliant tabbed 
interface. 

If you have contact information on your 
site, for example, Safari's data detectors will 
usually turn your address and phone number 
into clickable links, though sometimes the 
heuristic fails inexplicably. You can use “tel:” 
URLs to create explicit phone number links. 
For address and directions, links to 
maps.google.com will launch the Maps 
application.

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BUILDING FOR THE IPHONE 





As with its content, your site's structure 
must also use only iPhone-supported 
technology. The ideal case is a site built 
using Web standards and browser-agnostic 
best practices. If you need a good tutorial 
on either, check out the Apple Developer 
Connection website (developer.apple.com) 
for reams of documents detailing general 
principles with Mobile Safari specifics. 

The best way to improve your site's 
appearance on the iPhone is to improve your 
site in general. If you—or a decade of hands 
long gone—have been lax with your site's 
source code, this is a good time for a general 
audit. Use an HTML validator to hunt down 
and eliminate all the usual suspects—missing 
quotes, incorrect case, unclosed tags, 
incorrect nesting, and missing or incorrect 
doctype information. 

Avoid inlining multiple languages into a 
single file. Your .hAtm! files should contain 
nothing but HTML, with style sheets and 
scripts in separate .css and .js files. Not only 
are single-language files easier to serve over 
the cellular network, they're also easier to 
edit and maintain. 

Keep your site browser agnostic by not 
making assumptions based on the user- 
agent string. Instead, use object detection 
to determine a browser's support for a 
particular object, property, or method. This is 
a good way to future-proof sites, as browsers 
add functionality —but more to the point, it 
produces better results. 

The most startling example is the 
showModalDialog() function. This is an 
Internet Explorer-specific extension, so many 
JavaScript developers, thinking they are 
being careful, test only for IE. Safari on the 
desktop also supports showModalDialog(), but 





Once all your site’s content loads, it might 
still look like a Picasso—all the parts are 
accounted for, but they're in the wrong 
places. One common problem is the use 
of frames. Page elements cannot have 
scrollbars in Mobile Safari, so they expand to 
fit their content, often leading to unexpected 
results. 

Instead, use block-level elements like <div> 
or <table> to create a column-based layout, 
like an online newspaper. Not only does it 








TYLING FOR THE iPHONE 


Mobile Safari does not. Better to eschew the 
user agent and test for support directly: 

if (“showModalDialog” in window)

Avoid unnecessarily large images. Store 
images at actual size, rather than scaling 
using the <img> element's size attributes. Use 
a tiled background image, rather than a single 
large background image. This will improve 
loading performance and make it easier to 
adapt to the iPhone's small screen. 

KNOW YOUR LIMITS. If a resource or 
page simply refuses to load, you might 
be running into Mobile Safari's lower 
resource limits. Images must be fewer than 
2 megapixels in memory. Don't rely on the 
file size, which is affected by compression. 
Instead, just do the math—if your image's 
width times its height in pixels is greater than 
2 X 1048 x 1048, it might not load. 

The uncertainty depends on the type of 
image. Standard GIF, PNG, and TIFF images 
will not load. An animated GIF might seem 
small enough to load, but its pixel count is 
multiplied by the number of frames. In the 
likely case a single frame is small enough 
to load, but the sum of all frames is not, the 
image will appear, but will not animate. 

Thanks to their widespread use in 
digital photography, JPEG images can be 
subsampled 16x during decoding. In practical 
terms, this means JPEG images of up to 32 
megapixels will load, but will be scaled down 
or subsampled to fit into 2 megapixels. Most 
sites should not take advantage of this fact. 

In addition to the pixel limit, there is a 1OMB 
file size limit. You're unlikely to hit this limit 
with source code, but you might be affected 


provide a consistent, predictable layout, it 
works with Mobile Safari’s double-tap gesture, 
which zooms in and out of a page's content. 
Ideally, a page’s layout code should 
work in any browser at any screen size. 
Realistically, your page’s layout may seem 
as irreconcilable as Flash. Luckily, the 
solution may be simpler. Rather than creating 
an alternate site, you can instead use an 
alternate style sheet.

if your page contains nonstreaming media. 
JavaScript has a 10-second time-out in the 
Mobile Safari 2.x and a 5-second time-out in 
1.x versions. 

JavaScript has one more limitation: a 
10MB heap for object allocations, which is 
probably related to the file-size limit. It would 
be unusual to run into the limit, but inefficient 
conveniences, such as using one of the many 
JavaScript frameworks, might get you there. 

Apple’s rule of thumb is if a page’s total 
size in memory is less than 30MB, it should 
be OK. You weigh a page by using Safari's 
Save command to produce a Web archive. 
The size of the archive approximates the size 
of the page in memory.

Alternate style sheets can be very 
powerful. Content can be hidden or 
rearranged. Controls can be resized or 
redrawn. Mobile Safari also supports the 
new CSS3 standards for transformations, 
transitions, and animation. The lure of 
following Web standards is this ability to 
redesign your page without changing the 
HTML structure at all.

debugging capabilities. Even Mobile Safari has 
a debug console, which reports loading errors. 
Turn this mode on or off via the systemwide 
Settings application. Scroll to the Developer tab 
at the bottom of the Safari page. 

Launching Safari will then show a Debug 
Console bar across the top of the page, 
indicating how many errors the page has. 
Clicking the bar brings up a list of errors, with 
filters for HTML, JavaScript, and CSS. 

Desktop Safari sees the error console and 
raises an entire debugging and optimization 
toolbox. To activate it, check the Show Develop 
menu in the menubar on the Advanced tab in 
Safari's preferences. 

As the preference's text suggests, a Develop 
menu will then appear in the menubar. From 
this menu, you can load the page in other 
browsers installed on your machine, set 
your user-agent string, launch various facets 
of Web Inspector, and disable a bevy of 
features, like JavaScript, or temporary site- 
specific workarounds in the current release of 
Safari. 

Safari's Web Inspector is, at its heart, a 
communication tool. A bug in a webpage

errors. Tapping the blue arrow takes you to 
a screen that provides details on what the 
errors are, SO you can fix them. 
is a communication failure between the 
programmer and the browser. You're not 
getting the results you expect because the 
browser's interpretation of its commands 
differs from the programmer's intentions. 
Web Inspector enables you to see what Safari 
is “thinking” and act accordingly. 

Start with direct messages. The console 
tab is where Safari logs messages describing 
errors or other notable goings-on. You can 
contribute to these messages in JavaScript. 
Use the “console” object's “log,” “warn,” 
“error,” and “info” methods to print strings to 
the console at the urgency level described by 
the method names. 

Any errors should be corrected, as 
they will inevitably have unintended 
consequences. Mobile Safari lacks the 
resources to play guessing games with error 
conditions and compatibility quirks modes. 
You can't get away with some things like you 
can on the desktop. The code must run clean, 
free of errors. 

While the Web Inspector can be used to 
view a page's source and other resources, 
the real magic comes from its DOM view. 


This formats the source according to the DOM 
tree. Clicking on an element fills the sidebar 
with information about that element. 

The rules governing Cascading Style Sheets 
can make determining an element's actual 
style difficult. The DOM view's sidebar solves

Once everything is loaded and in its proper 
place, with clean, standards-compliant code, 
actual-size resources, and single-language 
source-code files that don’t generate any 
errors, your page is at its most efficient. 
Now it's time to start finding more subtle 
optimizations. 

Here's where Web Inspector’s Network 
Timeline is useful. This breaks your page's 
load time down by file, showing you the load 
order, timing, and duration of every file on 
the current page. 

There are several ways to use this 
information. If most of your load time is 
taken up by images, you might consider 
carefully compressing each manually, 
getting the perfect balance between size 
and quality. This time-consuming task is 
best focused on the images that take the 
longest to load, which the Network Timeline 
will tell you. 

Consider leveraging Safari's CSS3 and 
<canvas> support to draw elements of your 
pages instead of loading pre-rendered 
images. For image buttons, reduce the size 
of your buttons using the border-image style.

Replace JavaScript animation and graphics 
with CSS3, which is hardware accelerated on 
the iPhone. 

If you're serving video, use QuickTime 
reference movies. When users view these 
meta-videos, QuickTime will substitute one 
of several alternate movies, based on criteria 
such as screen size. To the iPhone visitor, 
the movie is 480 by 320 with vigorous 
compression. To the user on a 2560-by-1600 
Apple Cinema Display, the movie is full- 
quality HD. The details are a bit complicated, 
but Apple has a step-by-step tutorial 
available at apple.com/quicktime/tutorials/ 
refmovies.html. 

If you have access to such things, turn on 
server-side compression. This compresses 
files on the server before sending them over 
the wire. When each file is as small as it can 
be, the page’s total load time is as low as it 
can get. 

However, the order in which the files load 
affects the user’s perception of that time. 
Using the Network Timeline to make sure 
your page is loading things the user sees 
before anything else, makes the process 


seem faster. When it comes to users, 
perception is reality. 

TRADING WEIGHT FOR SPEED. 
Webpages, like cars, have a very simple 
performance equation, the power-to-weight 
ratio. You can tune things to a point, but 
eventually the realities of moving a given 
amount of stuff is going to take as long 
as it’s going to take. At a certain point, it 
becomes more effective to stop trying to 
increase power and start concentrating on 
losing weight. 

Every byte of data you move over the 
network adds to your loading time. Every byte 
of data you send through the CPU drains the 
battery. Every byte of data on your website 
that your users do not want is money lost. 
And unless you can somehow afford that right 
now, it’s time to get to know your users. 

There are two basic reasons people use the 
iPhone to view webpages—they’re either lost 
or bored. In the former case, they're looking 
for information. Where do | need to go? What 
time do | need to be there? Who do | need to 
talk to? If they’re bored, they’re looking for 
entertainment. 
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Online retail giant Amazon is a good case 
study for building a lightweight version of a 
site for the iPhone and future mini-browsers. 
On the desktop, amazon.com is a shopping 
site, crowded with categories and images. 
On the iPhone, amazon.com is a completely 
different beast.

MAC INK: FROM 
SCREEN TO SKIN ART 


Respected tattoo artist Guy Aitchison relies on his Mac and other digital 
tools almost as much as his colored pencils, tattoo gun, and ink.

e wrote the book on tattoo artistry, and by now he could 

_ probably write another one on using the Mac to do almost 

~ everything—Guy Aitchison, co-owner of Hyperspace 
Studios in southern Illinois, designs incredible tattoos with the help 
of Photoshop, lays out his own tattooing manuals with InDesign, 
produces instructional videos with Final Cut, promotes and sells his 
work on the Web, and even totes his trusty scanner along when he 
leads workshops and seminars to demonstrate techniques on top 
of the students’ displayed designs. His latest book, Reinventing the 
Tattoo, Second Edition (published by his own imprint, Proton Press), 
is more than 350 pages, and comes with a 75-minute DVD he made 
with Final Cut. Sold to professional and apprentice tattooists only, 
it's “not a ‘how to tattoo from scratch’ book,” Aitchison explains. “It 
shows you how to tattoo better.” 

While the bulk of the book deals with design, it does have a 
section on computer use, covering some Photoshop lessons and 
offering advice for designing an online portfolio. “I really feel like, 
especially now, it's very hard to even be part of this industry if 
you're not computer-savvy, at least enough to get your photos 
posted online,” he says. “Otherwise people aren’t going to know 
who you are.” 

Publishing isn’t new to the tattoo industry, but technology 
makes that a lot easier too, of course. “Before me, there was Don 
Ed Hardy—a lot of people have seen the clothing line but don’t 
realize he’s a very influential tattoo person, highly respected. He 
published a series of books back in the precomputer days that were 
very influential.” It was exponentially more difficult—“you had to , i Putting ink 
do the layout with Scotch tape, you didn’t have the option of print y/ . we to skin. 
on demand"—but it inspired Aitchison, who started making his ° se :' : 
own booklets to hand out at seminars. “| felt if people were paying 
for a seminar, they should go home with something besides ideas.” 

And Aitchison has ideas to spare. He describes his unique 
artwork as “an analog-digital hybrid.” He'll start by sketching 
on paper “with good old pencil,” then he scans the drawing into 
his Mac Pro, manipulates the sketch, and begins airbrushing in 
Photoshop. Then he'll print it out again and keep designing with 
colored pencils. “A lot of time gets saved that way,” he says. “I'm 
down to 10 percent of the colored pencil work that | used to do.”

Of course, a digital tablet helps, but he doesn’t opt for 
a large one or even a display-equipped Wacom Cintiq that 
would let him draw right on the screen. “I've found | prefer 
the smallest tablet | can get, so | can get from one corner of 
the screen to the other with just a flick of the wrist.” 

Aitchison’s art career started with designing album 
covers for metal bands in the 1980s (“dealing with 
people's oddball requests was good practice for 
tattooing,” he recalls), and today he paints, sculpts, and 
takes photographs, as well as inking clients. His designs 
incorporate geometric shapes in complex compositional 
patterns, made to appear three-dimensional and lifelike 
through his eerily realistic use of light. “To go back to the 
digital-analog thing, I'll create part of the reference for 
the 3D world using clay, and when | photograph the clay 
element, the lighting is there,” helping him achieve a 3D, 
glowing-object effect in a two-dimensional design. 

“What I'm aiming for is what | call a concrete 
abstraction, an alien kind of landscape but executed 
in such a way that you could reach out and grab 
it—it’s got a reality to it. That's why | like using models 
and computer-generated references because you can 
create a core of truth and build your stylization from 
there.” 

Besides the design phase, the Mac helps with a lot of the 
practical aspects of tattooing clients at Hyperspace Studios. 
Aitchison and his wife, Michele Wortman (an artist, tattooist, 
photographer, and musician), photograph their clients—not 
just the body part to be tattooed—and create a simulation 
of how the tattoo will look. “Of course it’s not going to be 
100 percent realistic, but the client can get an idea of how 
much coverage we're talking about, how it’s going to flow on 
that body part, and they can evaluate it better,” Aitchison 
says. If a client wants to make sure their design stays 
within a certain area—not overlapping their collarbone 
or neckline, for example—the simulation reminds them to 
consider how the design fits on their body. “Some clients

Aitchison also has experience incorporating old, unwanted 
tattoos into new designs, and the Mac helps here too: “You 
certainly have a leg up when it comes to trying different 
options.”

bar codes that are already printed on your media is a hefty investment. But then

And for items that aren't bar coded, you 
can slap on your own bar code stickers (IntelliScanner calls them Asset Tags; 10 come free 
with the mini and they sell for $24 per 100 additional). 

To use the IntelliScanner mini, just point it at a bar code, press the Scan button, and 
enjoy the satisfying beep that signals a successful scan. Be sure to have the Media app (or 
one of the extra apps, including Kitchen, Comics, Wine, and Assets, which can be bundled 
or purchased separately) open when you connect the scanner to your Mac, because the 
transfer happens immediately and automatically, and once the bar codes are transferred, 
they're deleted from the scanner's memory. We had TextEdit as the active application once 
when plugging the scanner in, and the barcodes were added to our text file, forcing us to 
either rescan them or paste each bar code into the Media app one by one.

Integration 
with Address Book lets you note when you've loaned items to friends, and generating an 
email asking about an item's status takes one click. You can create smart collections based 
on various criteria, and publish your collection to a free account at www.intelliscanner.net. 
You can even track collections added to that website by your friends, by selecting File > 
New Remote Media Collection. 

The scanner is fun to use, and the app is easy to learn. Publishing your collection 
couldn't be simpler, and the Web interface is iPhone-friendly. We wanted a little more 
flexibility in creating smart collections—we couldn't create one for all our games that had 
the Played box checked, for example. 

Collectors can get more mileage from the IntelliScanner mini by using the other 
available apps too: Wine lets you track your vino collection down to the position in a 
rack, with space for ratings, tasting notes, a URL, and more—and the app also supports 
publishing and remote collections.

(with info and a unique barcode) to store in the bags with your comics, for easy inventory. 
Kitchen lets you keep an inventory of items in your pantry: Scan items in when you bring 
them home, then scan ‘em out as you use them up to create shopping lists. 

And the Assets app lets you keep a detailed home inventory, extremely useful for 
insurance purposes. All the apps have a similar interface and the ability to export records 
as CSV, XML, TXT, and tab-delimited files. Not everything you scan will be found in 
IntelliScanner's databases, and manually entering info for unknown items is tedious — after 
all, it's the scut work you're hoping to avoid by scanning things in the first place. But the 
apps remember anything you've entered, if you ever scan the same bar code again. 

The bottom line. Whether you're a generous lender, you want to brag about your 
collection online, or you just really like beeping lasers, the Intelliscanner mini is as fun to 
use as it is useful. —Susie Ochs

YOUR COUCH IS NOW A VIDEO STORE 


We've long been fans of Netflix, partially because of the 
convenience, and because well...recently all the video 
stores in our neighborhood have died of mysterious 
causes. But waiting for the mail sucks, and our Netflix 
queue has the annoying tendency of not magically 
knowing exactly what we want to watch on a given 

day. Which is precisely what the Vudu excels at: instant 
gratification. A compact box that hooks up to your 


(standard or hi-def) TV, the Vudu 
Box delivers streaming movies in 
several resolutions directly to your 
living room, with no late fees, discs, or 
trips to the video store—or the mailbox. 
Connecting the Vudu to your video gear 
couldn't be easier. Connect AC power, and to your 
home network by Ethernet, or the optional Vudu WiFi 
Kit. Vudu outputs to your TV by (included!) HDMI, 
Component, Composite, or S-Video, and features analog 
RCA, or digital Optical or Coax outs. Put simply, unlike 
the Apple TV, Vudu easily connects to just about any 
standard or HD TV. Vudu also includes a somewhat 
bulbous but innovative scrollwheel remote, comfortable 
for left- or right-handed use. And the remote operates 
over RF, so the Vudu Box can be hidden away ina 
cabinet—no direct line of sight required. 

Movies on Vudu are available for purchase or rental. 
New releases rent for $3.99 for standard-definition and 
$5.99 for HD or Vudu's higher-quality HDX format. Older 
titles can be rented for as little as 99 cents, but most are 
in the $2.99 to $3.99 range. You can also buy movies for 
viewing anytime, with prices comparable to those you'd 
find for DVDs, although so far only standard-definition 
content is available for purchase. Like other on-demand 
rentals, the movie studios have stupidly limited rentals 
to a rather punitive 24-hour window—if you start a 
movie Thursday at 7 p.m., you can't finish up the last 20 
minutes Friday at 8:30 without paying again. Luckily, 
Vudu offers the ability to re-up your rental for another 
day, for less than the cost of a second rental. 

In our tests, the Vudu performed well, and we only 
had trouble with one of the films we rented. HD and 
HDX versions looked significantly better than the less 
expensive SD versions on our 1080p TV, but even HDX 









isn't the same as what you'd see from Blu-Ray. But HD 
versions come at a price (besides the upcharge of a few 
bucks). SD titles start instantly, but HD and HDx titles 
can require a few hours of downloading time before you 
can start watching—somewhat mitigated by the ability 
to initiate movie downloads to your Vudu from your 
iPhone or any Web browser. And, if you're interested, the 
Vudu also features adult content, which is disabled by 
default, and must be activated via Web browser before 
the option shows up on your Vudu Box. And there's 
even a Dad “panic button” to take you quickly 

out of the adult section if your mom/kid/ 

spouse/clergyman comes into the room 

unexpectedly. 

If your ISP imposes a bandwidth cap 

on your Internet access, be warned that 

Vudu uses a closed peer-to-peer system for 

downloads, so you're serving files, in addition 
to downloading your movies. For heavy users 
of Vudu's HD formats, there is a risk of running afoul 







of your ISP with normal use. Vudu was cagey when asked 
about file sizes for the various movie formats, but it's a 
factor that heavy Internet users may need to be wary of. 

We loved the simple setup, and extras like YouTube 
and Flickr were nice. Unfortunately, Vudu remains 


locked into its own proprietary video universe. There's 


neither an option to play back your own video files on 
the device, nor to stream them from computers on your 
local network. And while titles are often available the 
same day the DVD gets released, some are only available 
for purchase on that date—you're forced to wait a few 
weeks in order to rent a title rather than buy it. Vagaries 
like this make us a little apprehensive about movie- 
download services, including Vudu. They're still reliant 
on the movie studios for content, which means that titles 
available today might be gone tomorrow. Vudu assures 
us that any content you purchase is yours to keep, 
even if your Vudu never again connects to the Internet 
or Vudu's servers—if they were to go out of business, 
for example. And since there's no way to back up your 
purchases locally, you only own purchased content for 
as long as your Vudu box is operating. Vudu says they'll 
replace content if your drive dies, but they'll have to be in 
business in order to do that. At least with DVDs you own 
a physical product that isn't dependent on a proprietary 
device to remain functional. 

The bottom line. For avid movie renters, Vudu is 
a great solution, provided you can put up with the 
painfully short 24-hour rental window and arbitrary 
rental availability imposed by movie studios. Purchasing 
content is a leap of faith in both the longevity of 
your hardware, and the company itself, and true film 
buffs are probably better off purchasing hard media.

For all of life’s to-dos—

Things adapts to you 
instead of forcing you to 
use a particular system, 
such as Getting Things 
Done. It fully supports 
that approach, but you 
can take as much as you 
want from those rules, 
or come up with your 
own checklist system. 
The application's power 
comes from its ability 
to manage lists of up to 
hundreds of current tasks while allowing you to 
focus on just a few at a time. 

The Today view presents a manageable group 
of the day's objectives. You can move items in and 
out of the space, and it’s a relief to concentrate 
on just a few to-dos instead of the running 
chronological Next list of every single task. Best 
of all, items with a start date remain hidden until 
you can actually accomplish them—"“Buy CD" 
won't show up until after the CD you want to buy 
is actually available, provided you've entered that 
information. 

Recurring tasks are also easy to organize, such 
as a weekly recycling reminder. Many variables 
make Things fit into different workflows, including 
the option to set a recurring task to repeat only 
after it’s been accomplished, so that important 
tasks don’t disappear if you happen to forget them 
on the day they were scheduled to occur. 

Additional options let you stay organized ina 
way that works for you. Project tasks organize 
big items, breaking them down into individual, 
manageable steps. Task keywords and notes 
enable quick searches. Tasks can even link to Mail 
messages or be associated with Address Book

The bottom line. Depending on your 
task-management needs, you might run 
into a few frustrating limits.

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EPSON PERFECTION V30

money. With the 
Perfection V30 scanner, 
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Epson offers up a way to 
digitize hard-copy photos and 
documents that doesn’t suck you 
dry of time or money. That is to say, 
this sucker is fast and cheap—in a 
good way. The V30, a lightweight flatbed 
scanner with a conveniently flat lid so you 
can set a stack of papers on top of it without them sliding off, 
measures 17 inches long by 11 inches wide by 1.6 inches tall, so it fits nicely on a 
desk or side table—though the included power and USB 2.0 cables are only 6 
feet long, so be sure your Mac and power outlet are close enough to reach. 

Setting up the V30 and getting started scanning is a 10-minute deal, especially 
if you eschew a lot of the “extra” bits of included software, such as ArcSoft 
Medialmpression (a photo-creativity app) and Abbyy FineReader Sprint Plus (for 
optical character recognition). We skipped those at first and just installed Epson 
Scan, which is a bit fiddly—and not very pretty to look at—but lets you control 
what image format your scans are saved in, where they're saved, and what kind 
of filters (dust control, descreening, and so on) are applied, saving you time 
in an image-editing app later on. The FineReader OCR software could come in 
handy for anyone scanning text documents that need to be converted to editable 
files—and in our testing on a dozen or so text docs, the OCR worked well. 

The V30's speed is impressive—and it's whisper-quiet. A 300 dpi scan to 
PDF of a full-color magazine cover took 47 seconds. The same page scanned 
as a 25MB TIFF file took 1 minute, 33 seconds. Scanned as a IMB JPG, it took 
56 seconds. 

The V30 has just four buttons: Power/Scan, Scan To PDF, Copy, and Scan And 
Email, a handy feature that scans a document according to the specs you've set 
up in Epson Scan, then launches your default email app and lets you 


choose a small, medium, or large version of the scanned image to PERFECTION V30 Tak biti d firth

To solve this problem and eliminate the need 
for a physical connection between camera and 
computer, Eye-Fi cards use Wi-Fi to transfer 
photos from an SD storage card directly to 
the photo-sharing site of your choice: Flickr, 
Picasa, Facebook, Shutterfly, Snapfish, Kodak 
Gallery, Costco.com, Walmart.com, MobileMe 
Gallery, and many others. Eye-Fi released its first 
Wi-Fi-enabled SD card a few years ago, and in 
January it launched the 2GB Eye-Fi Explore card, 
which automatically adds geotags to all of your 
photos, even if your digital camera doesn't have 
geotagging features built in. It was a nice 
coinky-dink that at the same time, iPhoto '09 
(see our full review on p24) also added the Places 
feature, which takes advantage of geotags and 


organizes photos based on where they were taken. 


The Eye-Fi Explore card is a no-brainer to set 
up and use. Using the included USB card reader, 
you insert it into a free USB port on your Mac and 
follow the onscreen prompts to determine what 
happens to photos that are stored on the card 
from that point on. Once you take a sample photo 
and it uploads, the setup screen also tells you if 
you need to change certain power-saving settings 
on your digital camera, necessary to make sure 
the camera stays on long enough for the Eye-Fi 
Explore to detect a Wi-Fi network and upload 
your pictures. 


We set up our Explore card to automatically 
post photos to our MobileMe Gallery, which 
were then synced with iPhoto ‘09. The end 
result: fast, easy photo-sharing, and nary a 
moment wasted getting our photos organized 
and in sync. 





Settings <count 
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If you lose track of the photos you've uploaded, the Upload History in the Eye-Fi Manager can remind you at a glance. 


While more and more cameras are adding 
geotagging as a built-in feature, there’s no need 
to own a cutting-edge digicam to take advantage 
of geotags, which are just another layer of photo 
metadata-—in this case, latitude and longitude- 
you can use to sort the snaps in your photo 
library. Flickr also lets you use geotags to “map” 
your photos—perfect for photographers who are 
lucky enough to travel a lot. 

Compared to a standard SD card, Eye-Fi cards 
cost a pretty penny (2GB SD card street prices run 
low as $5, compared to the $129.99 retail price 
for the Eye-Fi Explore). But in the case of Explore 
in particular, you get quite a bit for the price: 
Unlimited geotagging, Wayport hotspot access 
for a year, and free use of the WebShare service 
to upload your images to online photo-sharing 
sites—all services that existing Eye-Fi card owners 
can add to their cards for a yearly cost of $9.99 to 
$14.99. 

The bottom line. The Eye-Fi Explore is so much 
more than an SD card. With automatic geotagging 
and wireless photo-site uploads, anyone who 
takes tons of photos in a lot of different places 
can benefit from the ease of use and hands-off 
auto-uploading made possible by the Eye-Fi 
Explore.—Leslie Ayers

ENDING THE INDIGNITY OF 
PLUG-N-SPLAY 


Life is tough enough. The economy's gone to crap, Arctic glaciers are 
floating off the coast of California, and there’s only one more season 
of Lost left. All this, and we still have to mess with a wild splay of 
cables every time we want to enlist our MacBook into mobile service? 

BookEndz aims to end the hassle of unplugging and replugging 
your cable connections. If you're an office drone of the same 
persuasion as the Mac|Life crew, you already know the drill: Your 
MacBook sits on your desk, dutifully connected to a power cord, 
external display, speakers, printer, keyboard, and mouse. You need to 
take your ‘Book into the conference room, so you unplug everything 
and scoot. The meeting ends, you return to your desk... and spend the 
next few minutes cursing your bad judgment to major in something 
self-indulgent—journalism, say—instead of cable management. 

The BookEndz dock reduces your relocation chores by about 90 
percent. We reviewed a model built for our 15-inch MacBook Pro. 
Aside from the absence of a MagSafe power port (which Apple doesn't 
license to other companies), the BookEndz’s ports directly replicate 
all those found on the MacBook Pro. So, after plugging all your cables 
into the docking station, operation is a simple matter of seating your 
notebook into the BookEndz and then gently pushing the BookEndz’s 
“wings” into the computer. Voila! The BookEndz is now one happy 
pass-through for all your ports and connectors, with your existing 
MagSafe adapter supplying the juice. 

The system works exactly as advertised, but we're a tad concerned 
about long-term durability. The BookEndz’'s male connectors have a bit 
of flexibility and give—in particular, the Ethernet plug. This looseness 
allows the connectors to align with their respective female notebook 
sockets, even sockets that might be slightly off. But the looseness also 
strikes a bit of fear in our hearts. In fact, the bundled documentation 
advises, “WARNING! ...You MUST dock and undock the computer 4 or 
5 times to align the connectors.” And the documentation makes an 
even bigger deal about using your hands—not the release handle in 
reverse—to seat the connectors in their sockets. Add everything up, 
and we're thinking this is a device that needs a gentle touch, each 
and every time—although we've been using it daily for several weeks, 
without any problems. 

The bottom line. A notebook docking station is an office nerd 
necessity, and the BookEndz gets the job done. Just be gentle, 
and watch where you're swinging that ball-peen hammer when the 
BookEndz's male connectors are exposed. We just don't think they 
could survive even the most gentle of thrashings.—Jon Phillips

They 
harvest the available cell signal and turn 
it up, man. Cell Ranger's Auto Ranger 
Stix promises to boost the voice and 
data signals in your vehicle, so you'll 
have fewer dropped calls and won't get 
caught repeating the same question like 
that annoying Verizon guy. 

The device plugs into your cigarette 
lighter and has an attached 15-foot cable 
with an antenna at the end. 


The cable is thin, 
yet robust, and we didn’t encounter any 
problems with it or the door seal while 
testing—it’s also long enough to tuck 
under seats and floor mats so you don't

For drivers with multiple cars, the 
portability factor is handy. In fact, the 
only issue with the antenna is a cosmetic 
one. Having the Stix protruding from our 
vehicle reminds us of the car phones 
circa 1991. 

Once we had the device plugged 
in and ready to go, Stix did boost the 
signal. Using the iPhone's Field Test 
mode, we were able to record gains of 
8dB to 10dB as we cruised around the 
San Francisco area. Our cell data stream 
was also nearly doubled in most cases. 

A signal gain equals more bars, and 
more bars mean you'll drop fewer calls. 
Real-world tests produced fewer dropped 
calls and extended call times before we 
lost the signal in areas known for janky 
cell signals. We didn’t notice any noise or 
other problems when using the Stix. 

The bottom line. If you can get over 
the antenna and the long-ass cable— 
and you understand that signal boosters 
can't create signal from thin air—the 
Stix is a great addition to vehicles 
that travel through erratic coverage 
areas.—Roberto Baldwin

he built-in speaker on the iPhone and second-gen iPod touch 

is good for about 1.3 people to listen to, sonically filling an area 

the size of a Volkswagen trunk with tinny audio that's OK ina 
pinch but won't blow back anyone's hairpiece. But what if you have 1.4 
or more people in a larger area, say a conversion van? You need some 
compact speakers! 

The Chill Pill collapses to a 2-by-4-inch capsule, the left and right 
speaker held together with magnets. Each speaker has a wee plastic 
door you pry open to get to a retractable cord: One cord holds the 
3.5mm plug for attaching to your audio source (anything with a 
headphone jack will work). The other cord is topped with a mini USB 
plug that you use to connect the two speakers to each other, and to 
charge the unit (a mini-USB-to-USB adapter is included). 

You can place the speakers up to 17 inches apart, which is a lot more 
stereo separation than we're used to with iPod speakers this small. 


Our classical music and spoken- 
word podcasts sounded best with the tops down (better detail, no buzz 





or echo under the speaking), rock tracks a little better with the tops 

up, and twangy country-fried tunes could go either way. The Chill Pill 
sounded awesome playing videos from our iPhone and MacBook—a 
big step up from laptop speakers.

THE EARS HAVE IT 


Headphones are knotty beasts. On the one hand, most 
people don't really think about them. On the other 
hand, they wield the single most important influence 
over how much enjoyment you get out of your 
iPod—besides a well-chosen playlist, of course. And 
if you're using an iPhone, a decent headset is doubly 
important. Not only are you listening to audio with it, 
but an inline mic that allows you to take calls certainly 
beats holding the phone up to your ear, particularly if 
you're the multitasking type. Sennheiser’s MM 50-IP is 
a wired iPhone headset that offers good sound quality, 
along with a remote for playing, pausing, or skipping 
iPod tracks. 

The interchangeable silicone “ear sleeves” come 
in three sizes. Unlike other in-ear models, the MM 


50-IPs are inserted relatively shallowly into the ear 
canal, which is a trade-off. While this makes them easy 


to insert and remove, they don’t offer as much noise 
isolation as ‘phones that seal the ear. They were fine 
for general use, but in noisy environments, outside 
sound drowned out the MM 50-IPs. Fans of bass-heavy 
rock, electronica, and hip-hop will probably love them, 
although users interested in more delicate music or 


accurate sound reproduction may be frustrated by the 
booming bass and muffled highs. 

Calls sounded good on the headset, and in that case, 
we appreciated these ‘phones’ emphasis on the lower 
tones. We found that caller's voices were easier to hear, 
particularly on busy city streets. The inline remote 
functioned without problems, but we do wish the button 
itself were easier to locate by touch—it's mounted 
flush, and we often found ourselves fumbling to find the 
button.

HP MEDIASMART SERVER EX485 


SHARE AND SHARE ALIKE 


You have media files: music, movies, pictures, and 
video. If your Macs are networked, the MediaSmart 
Server effectively shares these and other files. But 
there's a bizarre catch—it requires a PC for setup and 
ongoing administration. Still, the server includes a few 
Mac-centric features: Time Machine backups and direct 
streaming to iTunes. We just wish the Macs could take 
advantage of all of the server's features; in addition to 
basic administration, some extras are PC-only. 

The MediaSmart Server is available in a couple 
configurations—with one or two 750GB drives—and 
two or three free drive bays to add your own storage. 
It can also connect to external USB and eSATA drives 
for more space. Instead of offering a redundant RAID 
array, which would mirror content across drives in case 
one fails, the server can make duplicate copies of items 
across multiple disks. Unlike a RAID, it’s easy to add 
new drives of different sizes and selectively pick which 
files to duplicate. 

After running the installation disc on a Windows 
XP (and later a Windows Vista) PC, we accessed the 
server's control console. The MediaSmart hardware 
runs Windows Media Server, so the configuration tools 
require a Windows system. From those PCs, we quickly 
added Windows PCs to an automated backup routine, 
activated the media sharing functions (including 
the iTunes software server), added users and shared 
folders, and otherwise got started. The server lets up 
to 10 PCs gain access. 

On an unlimited number of Macs, the installer adds 
different tools, most notably Time Machine support 
over the network. Our Time Machine backups ran 
seamlessly after the sluggish, all-night initial transfer — 
this is network storage, after all. We also had to be 
patient when recovering old files, but still prefer storing 
backups on the network instead of a local hard drive. 
We never had trouble with this setup, but be aware 
that Apple doesn't officially endorse any network Time 
Machine backup solutions that it doesn’t sell. 

The server can run 24/7, go to sleep on a schedule, 
or be woken remotely from Macs or PCs. So it’s always 
ready—or nearly ready—to send and receive backups 
and files. It'll even automate its own backups over the 
Internet, to Amazon's S3 storage, for example. 

On Macs, you can copy songs to the server's Music 
folder, and it smartly broadcasts them to iTunes as a 
shared device. With these tunes centrally stored, all of 
our computers could play music from the server. While 
the MediaSmart Server will store and host other media 
files—even letting you stream home music across the 
Internet, for example—none of the other media types 
work as simply on local Macs. Shared pictures don’t 
appear in iPhoto, and movies don't show up in iTunes. 


However, you can manually copy or stream these files 
to other Macs. 

And it’s easy to send media to a PS3, Xbox 360, or 
other device with the bundled Twonky software tool. 
After activation, this program runs on the server, letting 
other media-savvy hardware recognize and receive 
streams. We even downloaded a third-party utility to 
stream video to a TiVo. 

While the Time Machine options pleased us Mac 
fans, too many features are PC-only. All new media files 
added to Windows computers can be automatically 
copied and organized so they're ready for streaming. 
Mac users have to manually transfer media to the 
Shared folders. And in addition to the initial setup, only 
PCs can add new user accounts, enable new add-ins for 
third-party features, and otherwise configure the server. 
You can access the console through Boot Camp or a 
virtual machine, but it’s a hassle. 

The bottom line. The MediaSmart Server EX485 is 
aimed at mixed home networks. Great media-sharing 
features and Time Machine backups will please Mac 
users, but administration—and a few cool features— 
requires Windows PCs.—Zack Stern

By default, 
it looks for your iTunes music folder, but 
users with large libraries might want to 
concentrate on a smaller subset to start with. As it 
scanned our entire library, SongGenie slowed down to a 
crawl once it hit a couple thousand tracks. For really big 
libraries, we recommend a trip to Preferences, where you 
can start SongGenie off with your Unknown Artist folder. 

SongGenie presents your library in a Cover Flow-style 
interface. To identify a track, double-click it, or select a 
group of tracks and hit Command-Return. Once a song 
has been identified, you can apply some or all of the 
data to each track individually. There's also a keystroke 
to play a selected track in iftunes—handy when you 
can't identify a song by its existing data. 

In our tests, SongGenie correctly identified most 
of our mislabeled tracks—about 75 percent of 
them, in fact.

With metadata taken care of, CoverScout helps locate 
missing album art. On the surface, the process is similar 
to SongGenie, but CoverScout’'s options go much deeper. 
You can configure CoverScout to search specific sites 
for album art—it comes configured to search Google 
Images, and Amazon and Wal-Mart music stores, but 
you can also add Web searches for your favorite online 
sources of album art. When it finds a match, CoverScout 
often presents several options, along with a handy 
Star rating for each, making it simple to pick the best, 
highest-resolution image available. The app also features 
editing tools for performing simple color corrections, 
rotating images, and making other basic improvements 
before applying the album art to your tracks. Like 
SongGenie, CoverScout needs to scan your library for 
tracks, but since there's no easy way to point 
it to a track without art, owners of large music 
collections are probably better off starting the 
scan when they'll be away from the machine for 
a while—overnight, or before you leave for work 
in the morning, for example.

Head back to Oz in this point-and-click detective story. 


Like any imaginary universe worth its weight in fairy dust, the land 
of Oz didn’t grind to a halt after the events chronicled in The Wizard 
of Oz. Time marches on, things change, and the Oz that's revisited in 
Emerald City Confidential, a casual, point-and-click adventure from 
PlayFirst, is a film noir-style fantasyland full of shady characters and a 
foreboding atmosphere—no Lullaby League in sight. 

The story begins in medias res: You're investigating the Lion, no 
longer cowardly and working as a high-powered attorney, but a shady 
one—in fact, he tries to have you killed in the first minutes. After 
you escape (no, that’s not a spoiler—the game wouldn't kill you that 
quickly, and in fact it’s impossible to die at all), you continue trying to 
solve the decades-old disappearance of your younger brother. 

Along the way you get involved in other cases: finding another 
missing person, confronting smugglers, ferreting out blackmail, and 
SO on. Turns out all this mischief relates to the Phanfasms, a sinister 
group that’s taken over Oz, and the disappearance of two of Oz’s 
witches and even your brother's kidnapping play in. 

You unravel the plot's threads by talking to non-playing characters 
around the game world. 


Along 
the bottom of the screen are your item inventory, the spells you've 
learned, and your trusty notebook full of clues. Some people won't 
give up all their intel the first time you talk to them, so you'll wind up 
backtracking and interrogating them again. Leave no question unasked! 





The 50 quests unfold in a mostly linear order, although it's possible 
to work on a few at once. You can't actually fail a task, although you 
can get stuck—when that happens, reread the objective in your 
notebook and click the Hint button for more information. Performing 
impressive feats (such as winning a magical boxing match on the first 
try) earns you medals, which aren't necessary to win the game, just 
something extra for those “gotta catch ‘em all” completists. 

The game's voice acting is highly entertaining, with sarcastic snark 
fitting the film noir style, heightened effectively by the creepy music. 
We read a few complaints online about the length of some of the 
dialogue, but we disagree—it's a point-and-click adventure, so talking 
to the denizens of Oz is half the point, and we were never bored. 


The richly colored backgrounds, bathed 

in shadow, were also impressive. We 
encountered occasional graphics glitches 
where part of the background wasn't drawn 
in, but they never interfered with the 
gameplay. 

The bottom line. The story is engaging, 
the pace is quick (we solved the game in six 
hours), and the feminists in us appreciate 
that most of the characters (and all of the 
cool ones!) are women. To paraphrase one 
Dorothy Gale, there's no place like Emerald 
City.—Susie Ochs

The Groups link is on the left side of the page, along with 
links for your Profile, Connections, Inbox, and so on.

and browse around the membership list for more potential 
connections for your network. It’s easy to keep up with group 
activity by subscribing to daily or weekly digest emails, or you 
can opt for no email and just check in with the group when you're 
using Linkedin.
